Wasminaron, August 27.—The following
circular hus lioen sent to all collectars of In-
ternal revenue in the United States by Com-
missioner Delano:

Sir: You will immediately notify any gauger
in your district that, until otherwise in-
structed, he will secure every stamp attached
to any cask or package of spirits by nalling
the same with not less than five tacks, one in
the centre and one on emch corner of the
stamp. The tacks to be used must not be less
than six ounce in sise, with large head, and
auust be secyrely driven, If pragticable tg

procure them, gangers shonld nse eight
ounce galvanized carpet tacks. The use of
tacks will in no manner dispense with any
other requirement by prior regulations,
